In each of them a Shakespere play was retold, 
in the first person singular, by one of the char- 
acters in the play — an equally novel and effec- 
tive method of narrating the plot of a drama. 

Since then Mr. Kobbe has written another 
Shakesperian fantasy, "The Taming of Kate," a 
lively and engaging narrative, which will be 
found in this issue of the magazine.
